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REPORT 


Summary. The birth-rate* at 19-9 per 1,000 of the population, was the highest 
for any first quarter since 1928, excluding the exceptional post war years of 
1947 and 1948. 

The stillbirth rate was the lowest in any quarter since 1939 when registration 
of stillbirths commenced. 

The marriage-rate was 7°8 per 1,000 of the population, 0-7 below that in the 
first quarter of 1958 and 1-4 below the averagey. 

The death-rate was 16-5 compared with 14-6 per 1,000 of the population in the 
first quarter of 1958 and the average of 14-3. 

Of the 525 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases 510 were due to 
influenza compared with 79 in the first quarter of 1958. 

417 deaths were due to accidents in the home and 129 to road transport 
accidents. 

There were only 7 maternal deaths—half the number in the first quarter of 
1958. 


Live Births. 25,477 births were registered in the quarter under review, 377 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population is 
19-9, being 0-2 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0-8 above the average. The birth-rate in the cities is 20-6 and in the large burghs 
21-4. These compare with 18-8 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate ranged in the cities and large burghs from 25-0 in Coatbridge, 24-1 in 
Clydebank and 23-0 in Airdrie and Hamilton to 18-4 in Aberdeen and Perth, 
18:3 in Ayr and 18-2 in Falkirk. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs 
it ranged from 23-9 in Caithness, 23:1 in Clackmannan, and 22-1 in West 
Lothian to 13-9 in Selkirk, 12-6 in Berwick and 12:0 in Bute. . 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 3-9 per cent., is 0-2 below that for the 
first quarter of 1958 and 0-3 below the average. 

Of the 25,477 births, 13,129 were of male children and 12,348 of female 
children, being 1,063 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in January 
numbered 8,931, in February 7,812, and in March 8,734, the equivalent birth- 
rates being 20-3, 19-6 and 19-8 respectively. 


Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 573 and 
is equivalent to a rate of 22 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths) which 
compares with 24 per 1,000 in the first quarter of 1958. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 10,015, is 866 less than for 
the first quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population was 7°8. It is 0:7 below

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that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 1-4 below the average. The rate 
in the cities is 8-2 and in the large burghs 9-6. These compare with 6-9 for the 
rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the cities and large burghs 
ranged from 14-9 in Inverness, 13:5 in Dumfries and 12-5 in Ayr to 7:1 in 
Dumbarton, 6-6 in Coatbridge and 6:0 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of 
cities and large burghs it ranged from 10-1 in Dumfries, 9-0 in Wigtown and 
8-8 in Caithness and Nairn, to 4-8 in Argyll, 4:3 in Inverness and Sutherland 
and 4-2 in Ross and Cromarty. 

Of the 10,015 marriages, 1,932 were civil marriages contracted in registrar’s 
offices, and one was an irregular marriage registered on the authority of the 
Court of Session. The remainder, 8,082, were solemnised by a minister of 
religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1958 civil marriages numbered 2,027, 
those with a religious ceremony numbered 8,853 and there was also one irregular 
marriage. 

Marriages registered in January numbered 1,836, in February 2,319 and in 
March 5,860, the equivalent marriage-rates being 4-2, 5-8 and 13-3 respectively. 


Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 21,043 and equalled 
a death-rate of 16:5 per 1,000 population. They are 2,421 more than were 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate is 1-9 higher than in 
that quarter, and 2-2 above the average. The death-rate in the cities is 18-4 and 
in the large burghs 15-1. These compare with 15-4 in the rest of Scotland. The 
_rate in individual cities and large burghs ranged from 19-7 in Dundee, 19-2 in 
Edinburgh and 18-3 in Arbroath to 13-1 in Coatbridge, 11-9 in Port Glasgow, 
and 11-4 in Airdrie. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged 
from 24-7 in Bute, 20-4 in Argyll and 19-8 in Roxburgh to 12-8 in Zetland, 12-2 
in West Lothian and 9-0 in Kinross. 

Deaths registered in January numbered 6,952, in February 7,458 and in 
March 6,633, the equivalent death-rates being 15-8, 18-8 and 15-1 respectively. 


Infant Mortality. Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 840 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 33 per 1,000 registered live births. This 
rate is one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 but one below the 
average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 32 per 1,000 births and 
among illegitimate children 47. 

The infant mortality in the cities is 36, in the large burghs 33 and in the rest of 
Scotland 30. In the cities and large burghs individually it ranged from 48 in 
Dumbarton, 47 in Paisley and 46 in Motherwell and Wishaw to 17 in Rutherglen, 
16 in Kirkcaldy and 10 in Arbroath. 

In counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 49 in Banff and Orkney, 
48 in Inverness and 45 in Bute to 19 in Aberdeen and Perth, 17 in Sutherland and 
7 in Kirkcudbright and Wigtown. No deaths of children aged less than one year 
occurred in the Counties of Kinross and Peebles. 

The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 22 per 1,000 live 
births, 3 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Causes of Death. Principal Epidemic Diseases——There were 525 deaths 
attributed to the principal epidemic diseases, 436 more than in the first quarter 
of 1958. The death-rate is 41 per 100,000 of the population compared with 7 in 
the corresponding quarter of 1958 and the average of 10. Of this quarter’s total 
510 were from influenza (79 in 1958), 8 from measles (0), 7 from meningococcal 
infections (7). 
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In addition to the deaths mentioned, one death was registered from acute 
poliomyelitis. There were 9 deaths from this cause in the previous quarter and 
one in the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Tuberculosis. The 233 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 4 more than 
in the first quarter of 1958. 218 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 15 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate from all forms of 
tuberculosis is 18 per 100,000, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 17. Both 
rates are the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 4 below 
the average. 


Malignant Neoplasms. Deaths from this cause numbered 2,768 and equal a 
rate of 217 per 100,000. These deaths are 101 more than in the first quarter of — 
1958, and the rate is 7 higher than in that quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 1,492 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 1,321. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 117 and 103, which are appreciably above 
the average rates of 69 and 57 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of preg- 
nancy and childbirth numbered 7, and are equal to a rate of 0-3 per 1,000 live 
births. This rate is 0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 0-3 
below the average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate is 0-3 per 1,000. 


Violence. Deaths from accidents, poisonings and violence numbered 811, and 
are equivalent to a death-rate of 63 per 100,000 of the population. In the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1958 the number was 746 and the rate 59.

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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES

JANUARY 1959 


The month was mainly very cold with periods of severe frost. Falls of snow 
occurred practically everywhere and were especially heavy in the North and 
North East. In spite of a high frequency of fog, it was exceptionally sunny and 
over much of the country rather dry. 

Mean monthly temperatures were from 3 to 7 degrees below January averages. 
The mean temperature for the principal towns was the lowest since 1945. The 
Ist was mild in the South at first, but very cold northerly winds affected the whole 
country from the 2nd onwards. A general thaw between the 17th and 20th was 
followed by a further cold spell but temperatures were higher in the last few days. 
Among the highest temperatures recorded was 52°F at Prestwick on 19th and 
Gordon Castle on 28th and 51°F was recorded at a number of places in both the 
East and West. The coldest days were the 5th and 6th and around the middle of 
the month. Among the lowest night minima recorded were 0°F at Braemar (15th). 
1°F at Kincraig (6th), 4°F at Dalwhinnie (6th, 15th). Thermometers exposed on 
the ground recorded —5°F (Glenmore Lodge), —4°F (Cannich) on the 6th and 
_ —3°F at Braemar on the 15th. 

Sunshine was above average practically everywhere, and several places had 
between 30 and 50 hours above the average. Among the sunniest places, were 
Lundin Links—102 hours, Dundee Mylnefield—101 hours and Leuchars— 
101 hours. A number of places had the sunniest January on record and Edinburgh 
(83 hours) the sunniest since 1891 and Paisley (54 hours) since 1895. 

In all areas North of a line from Peterhead to Gairloch and in the Outer 
Hebrides and Orkney, rainfall was above average. Elsewhere rainfall was 
mainly from 4 to 3 of average. In the North and Northeast, it was mainly dry on 
the 5th and 6th, around 15th, 16th and in the last week. On other days there was 
frequent precipitation mainly snow showers but with heavier falls on the Ist, 
llth and 18th and severe blizzards with heavy drifting occurred in places. Snow 
storms in Shetland were unusually severe. In the Southeast the Ist and 18th 
were wet, otherwise apart from some light to moderate snow showers especially 
around the 7th, 8th and 29th it was mainly dry. In the West rain was general and 
heavy locally on Ist and from 17th to 20th but most other days were dry apart 
from some snow showers mainly on the 2nd, 3rd around the 8th and the 29th. 
Falls of one inch or more of rainfall in 24 hours were numerous on Ist, 18th, 
19th. Among the heaviest were 2:26 inches at Cape Wrath and 2-05 inches at 
Stornoway on the 18th. 

Fog occurred at one place or other on 29 days, a high frequency for January. 
It was most widespread around the middle of the month and in the last week. 
The frequencies of thunderstorms and gales were near to average.

FEBRUARY, 1959 


With anticyclonic weather predominating the month was remarkably dry. 
Sunshine was variable but temperatures were mainly slightly above average. 

It was very mild in the Western Isles with mean monthly temperatures 2 to 3 
degrees above average. Elsewhere the severe frosts in the first part of the month 
and the persistence of fog brought mean temperatures to within about 1°F of 
average and at some places in the Central Highlands and round the Clyde 
Estuary mean temperatures for the month were below average. The mildest days 
were around the middle of the month and in the last week, when day maxima 
between 50 and 60°F and night minima in the upper forties were recorded at 
many places. Among the highest day maxima reported were 61°F at Banff on 
27th and 28th, and 60 at Gordon Castle, Lossiemouth, Kinloss and Elgin on the 
25th. The coldest days were from the Ist to 9th when day maxima were in the 
lower thirties, and in some places, near or below freezing especially round 
Glasgow. It was again cold towards the end of the third week. Amongst the 
lowest night minima were O°F (Kincraig) and 1°F (Grantown-on-Spey) on the 
4th. Thermometers exposed on the ground recorded —4°F at Grantown-on- 
Spey and —2°F at Kincraig also on the 4th. 

Sunshine totals were above average north of Aberdeen and Oban with large 
excesses of from 30 to 50 hours round the Moray Firth and in the Western Isles. 
Elsewhere and in Shetland sunshine was below average, with deficiencies of 30 
to 40 hours round the Clyde estuary. Paisley had the lowest total since records 
began in 1885. Among the highest totals were Kinloss (134 hours), Gordon 
Castle (125, the highest since records began in 1909), Forres (121). 

Rainfall ranged from { of average over most of the western seaboard to 4 or 
less in Eastern districts. At Wick it was the driest February since records began 
in 1866 and at Gordon Castle since 1878. In the West there was little or no rain 
from Ist to 12th; afterwards rain was persistent but in general not heavy. In the 
East the dry weather which began in the last week of January continued till the 
middle of February and in some places the drought was unbroken till the 19th. 
During the remainder of the month rainfall was intermittent and mainly light. 
Heavy falls of over 1 inch in 24 hours occurred at a few places in the North West 
e.g. 1-21 inches at Ratagan (15th) and 1-13 inches at Gairlochy, Spean Bridge 
(23rd). Snow lying at the station, persisted at many places in the northern half 
of the country in the first fortnight e.g. Braemar Ist to 15th, and snow showers 
were widespread on the 20th and 21st with depths of | inch being reported. 

There was a high frequency of fog and also of gales but only one report of 
thunderstorm was received.

MARCH, 1959 


With winds often between South East and South West, the month was very 

mild, but over most of the country rather dull. Though generally unsettled 
_ weather prevailed, rainfall was very variable. 
_ Mean temperatures were from 15 to 3°F. above average. The mildest days 
_ were the 17th, from the 21st to 26th, and 30th, 31st, with temperatures generally 
_ in the upper fifties. Among the highest temperatures recorded were 63°F. at 
Fyvie Castle on 23rd, and 61°F. at Cannich on the 17th. The coldest days were 
from 6th to 9th and 18th, 19th, with day maxima in many places between 35 
_ and 40°F. Among the lowest night minima recorded were 16°F. at Kincraig and 
19°F, at Cannich on the 21st and 19°F. at Glenmore Lodge and at Grantown- 
on-Spey on the 20th. Thermometers exposed on the ground recorded 11°F. at 
_ Glenlivet and Glenmore Lodge on the 18th and 12°F. at Kincraig on the 21st. 
Sunshine was above average in the North and in the North West where there 
_ were some moderate excesses. At Baltasound in Shetland the monthly total (111) 
was 25 hours above average. Over the remainder of the country it was rather dull 
with deficiencies of up to 31 hours at some places near the East coast. Among the 
highest totals were 132 hours at Glenmore Lodge, 128 at Duntuilm and 123 at 
Benbecula. 

Rainfall was above average over a large area in the West and in the Central 
Highlands, including the Inner Hebrides, western Inverness-shire, Argyll, 
Perthshire and west Angus and also over the hills of South West Scotland. 
Elsewhere there was only from 4 to } of the average rainfall for the month. 
At Edinburgh it was the driest March since 1929. There was little or no rain 
from the 7th to 10th and the 16th to 21st. Rain occurred on most other days, 
mainly slight, but there were one or two wet days as on the 5th and 31st. Among 
_ the heaviest falls reported were 1-85 inches at Inverailort Castle and 1-67 inches 
on the Isle of Rhum on the 5th, 1-80 inches at Glenafton Hospital on the 27th 
and 1-75 inches at Kingairloch on the 3st. 

The numbers of gales and thunderstorms were about average. Fogs however 
were rather above average being most widespread about the 2nd and around the 
middle of the 2nd week.

REPORT 


Summary. The birth-rate* shows a marked increase compared with the 
average of recent second quarters. The death-rate is the lowest ever recorded in 
Scotland for a second quarter. The marriage-rate is below the average. 

The infant mortality is a little below the average. 

The death-rate from tuberculosis is well below the average of the last five 
years. ) 

The maternal mortality is below the average. 


Live Births. 25,857 births were registered in the quarter under review, 269 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 20-0, being 0-1 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0-7 above the average. The birth-rate in the cities is 20-6 and in the large burghs 
21-5. These compare with 19-0 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate ranged in the cities and large burghs from 26-1 in Coatbridge, 25-4 in 
Rutherglen and 24-5 in Clydebank to 18-2 in Aberdeen and Perth, 17-5 in 
Edinburgh and 16:8 in Falkirk. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs 
it ranged from 24-9 in Caithness, 22:3 in Midlothian and 21-3 in Lanark to 
14-2 in Orkney, 13-0 in Berwick and 12:8 in Peebles. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-4 per cent., is 0-1 above that for the 
second quarter of 1958 but equal to the average. 

Of the 25,857 births, 13,223 were of male children and 12,634 of female 
children, being 1,047 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in April | 
numbered 8,569, in May 8,799, and in June 8,489, the equivalent birth-rates | 
being 20-1, 20-0 and 19-9 respectively. 


Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 568 
and is equivalent to a rate of 21 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths) 
which compares with 22 per 1,000 in the second quarter of 1958. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 8,575, is 190 more than for — 
the second quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population was 6:6. It is 0-1 
above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, but 0-4 below the average. — 
The rate in the cities is 8-4 and in the large burghs 7-0. These compare with 5-1 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the cities and large burghs 
ranged from 10-9 in Inverness, 10-5 in Perth and 10-3 in Dumfries and Ruther- 
glen, to 5-4 in Kilmarnock, 5-1 in Dumbarton and 5-0 in Clydebank. In counties 
exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 7-1 in Dumfries, 7-0 in Banff

Births, stillbirths and deaths are, where necessary, corrected by transfer to usual place of residence, if in Scotland. 
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and 6-3 in Nairn, to 3-8 in Clackmannan and Ross and Cromarty, 3-7 in 
Sutherland and 2-4 in Inverness. 

Of the 8,575 marriages, 1,489 were civil marriages contracted in registrars’ 
offices, and the remainder, 7,086, were solemnised by a minister of religion. In 
the corresponding quarter of 1958 civil marriages numbered 1,531 and those with 
a religious ceremony numbered 6,854. 

Marriages registered in April numbered 4,106, in May 1,079 and in June 
3,390, the equivalent marriage-rates being 9-6, 2:5 and 8-0 respectively. 


Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,383, and equalled 
a death-rate of 11-1 per 1,000 population. They are 806 fewer than were regis- 
tered in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate is 0-7 lower than in that 
quarter, and 0:4 below the average. The death-rate in the cities is 11-2 and in the 
large burghs 10-7. These compare with 11-2 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in 
individual cities and large burghs ranged from 13-8 in Rutherglen, 13-5 in 
Arbroath and Inverness and 12-9 in Ayr to 8:9 in Coatbridge, 8-3 in Airdrie 
and 7-5 in Port Glasgow. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it 
ranged from 19-3 in Bute and Sutherland, 16-3 in Argyll and 14-7 in Berwick 
and Zetland to 9-2 in Nairn, 9-1 in Peebles and 8-7 in Moray. 

Deaths registered in April numbered 5,238, in May 4,711 and in June 4,434, 
the equivalent death-rates being 12-3, 10-7 and 10-4 respectively. 


Infant Mortality. Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 681, 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 26 per 1,000 registered live births. 
This rate is one below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and two below 
the average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 26 per 1,000 births 
and among illegitimate children 38. 

The infant mortality in the cities is 28, in the large burghs 26 and in the rest of 
Scotland 25. In the cities and large burghs individually it ranged from 51 in 
Port Glasgow, 41 in Hamilton and 40 in Paisley to 9 in Ayr, 8 in Stirling and 7 
in Dumfries. 

In counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 64 in Sutherland, 53 in 
Berwick and 48 in Nairn to 13 in Kirkcudbright, 12 in Inverness and 8 in East 
Lothian. No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the Counties 
of Caithness, Kinross and Peebles. 

The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 18 per 1,000 live 
births, one below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Causes of Death. Principal Epidemic Diseases. There were 66 deaths attributed 
to the principal epidemic diseases, 23 more than in the second quarter of 1958. 
The death-rate is 5 per 100,000 of the population compared with 3 in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1958 and the average of 3. Of this quarter’s total 50 were 
from influenza (36 in 1958), 1 from scarlet fever (streptococcal sore throat) (0), 
_ 7 from measles (1), and 8 from meningococcal infections (6). 

In addition to the deaths mentioned above, one death was registered from 
acute poliomyelitis. There was one death from this cause in the previous quarter 
and one in the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Tuberculosis. The 130 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 4 fewer than 
in the second quarter of 1958. 115 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 15 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate from all forms of 
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tuberculosis is 10 per 100,000, that from respiratory tuberculosis being 9. Both 
rates are the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 5 and 4 
respectively below the average. 


Malignant Neoplasms. Deaths from this cause numbered 2,713 and equal a 
rate of 210 per 100,000. These deaths are one fewer than in the second quarter 
of 1958, and the rate is one less than in that quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 403 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 459. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 31 and 36, which compare with the 
average rate of 31 in each case. 


Maternal Mortality. Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of preg- 
nancy and childbirth numbered 11, and are equal to a rate of 0-4 per 1,000 live 
births. This rate is 0.2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0:1 below the average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate is 0-4 per 
1,000. 


Violence. Deaths from accidents, poisonings and violence numbered 664, and 
are equivalent to a death-rate of 51 per 100,000 of the population. In the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1958 the number was 677 and the rate 53.

1959: SECOND QUARTER q 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 


APRIL 1959 


The month was again very mild, but over most of the country rather dull 
with more than average rainfall. 

Mean temperatures were generally about 2:F above average, and at Edinburgh, 
Dundee and Leuchars the mean for the month was around 3°F above average. 
The warmest days were the 14th and around the 23rd. Among the highest tem- 
peratures recorded were 69°F at Sourhope, Cheviot Hills and 68°F at Edinburgh ° 
and Kelso, all on the 14th. The coldest days were mainly towards the end of the 
first week with many day maxima in the low forties and at Glenlivet and 
Glenmore Lodge on the 7th the day maximum was only 38°F. The coldest 
nights occurred on the 4th, 7th, 12th, 19th and 30th. The night minimum tem- 
perature fell to 21°F at Dalwhinnie and Kincraig on the 19th and at Carsphairn 
on the 4th. Among the lowest temperatures recorded by thermometers exposed 
on the ground were 12°F at Dalwhinnie on the 19th and 14°F at Glenlivet on the 
11th and at Tarfside on the 4th. ; 

Over most of the country sunshine was below average but in many places 
near the East coast there was a slight to moderate excess. Among the highest 
totals recorded were Dunbar 189, Arbroath 184, Carnoustie 177 and Leuchar 
170. 3 

There was less than average rainfall in Orkney, Caithness, Banff and North 
Aberdeenshire, part of central Scotland between the Ayrshire coast and the Forth 
Clyde Valley, and in some Tweed districts. Elsewhere there was a slight to 
moderate excess. There were only small amounts in most places on the first few 
days, and also between the 15th and 24th when there were several dry days 
nearly everywhere. On most other days there was appreciable rainfall especially 
on the 25th when heavy rain was widespread. Among the heaviest falls in 24 
hours recorded were 1-74 inches at Stornoway on the 27th and 1-6 inches at 
Glenbranter on the 25th. Falls of snow and sleet were widespread between the 
6th and 10th and occurred also in many places between the 28th and 30th. 

The number of thunderstorms was above average being most widespread 
especially in the southern half of the country on the 14th and between 27th and 
29th. Gales were reported at one place or other on 10 days, being most wide- 
spread on the 5th and 16th. Fog was reported here and there on 8 days. The 
frequency of fogs and gales were both about average. 
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Meteorological Notes (continued) 


MAY 1959 


It was a warm and sunny month over most of the country except along the 
East coast where many days of East winds and cloudy weather kept sunshine 
totals rather low. The month was dry nearly everywhere though the frequencies 
of thunderstorms and fogs were above average for May. The number of gales 
was slightly below average. 

For the fourth month in succession mean temperatures were above average 
being about 3 to 4 degrees above average in the west and 1| to 2 degrees above in 
the East. On the warmest days which were from 10th to 14th, round the 24th 
and 29th to 31st, day maxima which were often in the upper sixties reached the — 
upper seventies at quite a number of places, 79°F being recorded at Turnberry 
(10th), Ruthwell (14th) and at Peebles (24th). It was rather cool on the first week 
and again from 19th to 21st. Ground frosts were widespread on these days 
especially in the first week. Among the lowest night minima recorded were 20°F 
at Cannich (6th) and 24°F at Kincraig (21st). Thermometers exposed on the 
ground recorded 15°F at Glenlivet (6th) and 16°F at Auchterhouse (5th) and at 
Halkirk (5th). 

Sunshine totals were highest in the West where the excess over average in 
some districts was between 30 and 70 hours. Some inland districts too enjoyed 
a moderate to large excess. At Prestwick and Tiree it was the sunniest May 
since 1946 and at Braemar and Rothesay the sunniest since 1948. In all Eastern 
coastal districts however sunshine was below average and many places there, had 
their dullest May in the last five years. Among the highest totals recorded were 
Tiree—288 hours, Benbecula—282 hours, and Prestwick—276 hours. 

Rainfall was below average nearly everywhere, only in parts of Caithness and 
Sutherland was there a slight excess in some places. Practically the whole of the 
Eastern half of the country and much of the West and Southwest sea board had 
less than half of the average rainfall for May, and some districts especially in 
the Southeast had only about one quarter of the average or less. In remaining 
areas comprising large regions inland, in the south and in the Northwest rainfall 
varied between 50 per cent and 90 per cent of average. Rainfall, with snow and 
hail in places, was general in the first few days but falls were mainly slight. 
Heavier falls sometimes associated with thunderstorms occurred around 11th, 
12th, and 30th, 31st and locally in the West on 17th, 18th. Falls of over 1 inch 
occurred locally, in the Southwest on the 11th, and in the East and North on the 
29th and 31st. Among the heaviest recorded were 2-92 at Lochmore and 2:38 at 
Gobernuisgach on the 30th. The remaining days were mainly dry, especially from 
the 13th onwards when many places had 10 successive days or more with no rain. 
At Duntulm there was no rain from 9th to 27th and at Dunbar and Inverness 
there was no measurable rain from 13th to 30th. Edinburgh had one of its driest 
Mays since 1770, only 1859 (-21 in.) and 1844 (-15 in.) were drier. Kelso had the 
driest May since 1888 and Nairn has had only one drier (1919) since 1866.

JUNE 1959 


Over the country as a whole the month was very variable. Though it was 
mainly warm and over the greater part of the country rather sunny, rainfall was 
also above average over much of the country with more than the average 
number of thunderstorms and gales. The number of fogs reported was about 
average. 

Though less than 1°F above average in some coastal districts both in the 
east and the west, mean temperatures were mainly between 1°F and 2°F above 
average. Only at Nairn and Fortrose were they slightly more than 2°F above. 
The warmest days were the 14th and from 21st to 24th with day maxima mainly 
in the seventies except in Orkney and Shetland and at some places in the western 
coastal fringe where the highest maxima did not exceed 70°F. Many places in 
the east had maxima of 80°F or above on the 14th. Among the highest were 
83°F at Dundee and 82 at Carnoustie and Mylnefield. It was cool generally 
between the 3rd and 10th, around 19th and 29th, 30th, with day maxima around 
55°F and below 50°F locally in the north. Among the lowest night minima 
reported were 28°F at Halkirk (20th) and 30°F at Glenlivet (11th). There was 
ground frost at a number of places between 3rd and 10th and 19th, 20th, and 
thermometers exposed on the ground recorded 19°F at Halkirk on 20th and 23°F 
at Auchterhouse, Tarfside, Kincraig on i9th and at Glenlivet on 11th. 

Sunshine was mainly about or slightly above average but there was slight to 
moderate deficiencies in a zone across the middle of the country from Tiree 
in the west to the Forth and Tay estuaries in the east. Excess over average 
increased both to the north and to the south. The largest excesses occurred in 
the north especially in Orkney and Shetland where sunshine was about 14 
times the June average. At Lerwick it was the sunniest June with the exception 
of 1955 since 1936. There were large excesses also at Stornoway, some Moray 
Firth districts and locally in the south. The sunniest places were Lerwick and 
Baltasound each with 237 hours, Stranraer 226 and Dunbar 223. 

Rainfall was below average in north east Scotland, from Caithness to the 
Cromarty Firth and from Nairn to north east Aberdeenshire, in a large area of 
central Scotland from Helensburgh to south west Angus and over much of 
Argyll. Deficiencies were mainly slight with most places having more than 4/5 
average, but north east Aberdeenshire and some Moray Firth districts had only 
about half the June average. Over the remainder of the country rainfall was 
above average. Excesses were mainly moderate but large excesses occurred in a 
few widely scattered areas. There was very little rain between the 10th and 20th, 
especially on 13th, 14th and 19th, 20th which were dry in most places. In the east 
the 24th and 25th were also mainly dry. Rain occurred on most other days. Falls 
were mainly slight and intermittent, but heavier falls occurred between 5th and 
8th in all areas, and in the west between 25th and 30th, and around the 28th in the 
_ east. Falls of more than 1 inch in 24 hours were widespread, and several of more 
than 2 inches were reported. Among the heaviest were 3-15 at Conaglen, 2-92 
at Rhum, and 2-70 at Kinlochourn, all on 7th, and 2-41 at Blairgowrie on 28th.

REPORT 


Summary. The birth-rate* shows a marked increase compared with the 
averagey of recent third quarters. The death-rate is above that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1958 but. below the average. The marriage-rate is below the 
average. 

Infant Mortality, the same as the third quarter of 1958, is a little below the 
average. 

The death-rate from tuberculosis is considerably below the average. 

Maternal mortality is below the average. 


Live Births. 24,362 births were registered in the quarter under review, 827 
more than in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 18-6, being 0-5 higher than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0-7 above the average. The birth-rate in the cities is 19-1 and in the large burghs 
19-7. These compare with 17-9 for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the 
rate ranged in the cities and large burghs from 24:1 in Kilmarnock, 23-7 in 
Stirling and 23-3 in Coatbridge to 17-3 in Inverness, 16-9 in Edinburgh and Fal- 
kirk and 16-8 in Perth. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged 
from 21:4 in Caithness, 20-4 in Clackmannan and 20:3 in Midlothian and 
Sutherland to 13-0 in Selkirk, 12-4 in Berwick and 11-0 in Zetland. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-2 per cent., is 0:2 above that for the 
third quarter of 1958 but 0-3 below the average. 

Of the 24,362 births, 12,608 were of male children and 11,754 of female 
children, being 1,073 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in July 
numbered 8,587, in August 8,076, and in September 7,699, the equivalent 
birth-rates being 19-5, 18-3 and 18-1 respectively. 


Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 554 
and is equivalent to a rate of 22 per 1,000 total births (live and stillbirths) the 


same as in the third quarter of 1958 and equal to the lowest rate recorded in a 
third quarter. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 12,152, is 314 less than for 
the third quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population is 9-3. It is 0-3 below 
that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 0-6 below the average. The 
rate in the cities is 10-6 and in the large burghs 10-5. These compare with 7:8 
for the rest of Scotland. In individual areas the rate in the cities and large 
burghs ranged from 17-0 in Inverness, 15:3 in Dumfries and 13:5 in Hamilton 
to 8-5 in Coatbridge, 7-7 in Clydebank and 7:4 in Arbroath. In counties exclusive 
of cities and large burghs it ranged from 12:2 in Dumfries, 9-8 in Wigtown and

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9-4 in Midlothian, to 4-5 in Sutherland, 4:4 in Kinross and 3-7 in Inverness. 

Of the 12,152 marriages, 1,966 were civil marriages contracted in registrars’ 
offices, and one was an irregular marriage registered on the authority of the 
Court of Session. The remainder, 10,185, were solemnised by a minister of 
religion. In the corresponding quarter of 1958 civil marriages numbered 2,097, 
those with a religious ceremony numbered 10,368 and there was also one 
irregular marriage. 

Marriages registered in July numbered 4,076, in August 3,460 and in Septem- 
ber 4,616, the equivalent marriage-rates being 9-3, 7-9, and 10-8 respectively. 






Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 12,898, and equalled 
_adeath-rate of 9-9 per 1,000 population. They are 231 more than were registered 
_ in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate is 0:2 higher than in that quarter, 
: but 0-2 below the average. The death-rate in the cities is 9-6 and in the large 
: burghs 9-8. These compare with 10-1 in the rest of Scotland. The rate in individual 
_ cities and large burghs ranged from 11-3 in Ayr, 11:2 in Rutherglen and 11-1 in 
_ Dunfermline to 8-5 in Dundee, 8-2 in Airdrie and 7-5 in Clydebank. In counties 
- exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 18-6 in Bute, 14-7 in Argyll 
: and Orkney and 13-3 in Wigtown to 8-2 in West Lothian, 8-1 in Kincardine and 
8-0 in Moray. 

_ Deaths registered in July numbered 4,416, in August 4,276 and in September 
4,206, the equivalent death-rates being 10-0, 9-7 and 9-9 respectively. 


Infant Mortality. Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 610, 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 25 per 1,000 registered live births. 
This rate is the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and one below 
the average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 25 per 1,000 births 
and among illegitimate children 29. 

The infant mortality in the cities is 26, in the large burghs 26 and in the rest 
of Scotland 24. In the cities and large burghs individually it ranged from 50 in 
Hamilton, 39 in Dumfries and 35 in Rutherglen to 12 in Stirling, 9 in Dundee 
and 7 in Dumbarton. 

In counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 63 in Nairn, 43 in Wig- 
town and 38 in Lanark and Orkney to 14 in Caithness, Ross and Cromarty and 
Selkirk. No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the Counties 
of Kinross and Roxburgh. 

The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 18 per 1,000 live 
births, being the same as that for the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Causes of Death. Principal Epidemic Diseases—There were 20 deaths 
attributed to the principal epidemic diseases, 7 more than in the third quarter of 
1958. The death-rate is two per 100,000 of the population compared with one in 
the corresponding quarter of 1958 and the average of three. Of this quarter’s 
total 7 were from influenza (6 in 1958), 6 from meningococcal infections (4), 
5 from whooping cough (1) and 2 from measles (1). 

During the quarter no deaths were registered from acute poliomyelitis and 
this compares with 1 death from this cause in the previous quarter and 5 in the 
corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Tuberculosis. The 109 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 15 less than 
in the third quarter of 1958. 92 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 17 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate from all forms of 
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tuberculosis is 8 per 100,000, that. from respiratory tuberculosis being 7. The 
rate from all forms is 2 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 
5 below the average. The rate from respiratory tuberculosis is 2 below that for 
the third quarter of 1958 and 4 below the average. 


Malignant Neoplasms. Deaths from this cause numbered 2,742 and equal a 
rate of 210 per 100,000. These deaths are 127 more than in the third quarter of 
1958, and the rate is 9 higher than in that quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 233 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 339. The corresponding 
death-rates per 100,000 population are 18 and 26, which compare with the rates 
of 17 and 21 in the third quarter of last year and the average rates of 18 and 
22 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of 
pregnancy and childbirth numbered 9, and are equal to a rate of 0-4 per 1,000 
live births. This rate is 0-3 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0:2 below the average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate is 0-4 per 
1,000. 


Violence. Deaths from accidents, poisonings and other violence numbered 
663, and are equivalent to a death-rate of 51 per 100,000 of the population. In 
the corresponding quarter of 1958 the number was 702 and the rate 54. 

195 of the deaths were from accidents in the home. The numbers are tabulated 
by causes, broadly grouped, and by sex and age, on page 5. 


The death-rates from the main causes of death in the third quarter of 1959 
are indicated in the following table. The comparable rates in the third quarter 
of 1958 and the average rates for the third quarters of the years 1954-1958 
inclusive are also given for the purposes of comparison.

JULY 1959 


Another mild month which was dry and sunny in the East and the extreme 
Southwest of Scotland. There was more than the average number of thunder- 
storms but about the average frequency of gales and fog. 

Mean temperatures were appreciably above average in most districts the 
mean for the county as a whole (60°F) being 1:2° above average. It was the sixth 
successive mild month and the mildest July for several years. There were many 
days with warm southerly winds when temperatures rose to 65° to 75°, the 
warmest days being in general the 4th and 25th. On the latter maxima reached 
82° at Kelso and at Sourhope in the Cheviot Hills and 81° at Kilmarnock. It 
was rather cool on the 9th to 15th and during the last few days with day readings 
around 50° to 60°. At night, temperature fell well below 40° at some upland 
stations amongst the lowest minima being 33° at Kincraig on the 14th and 34° 
at Dalwhinnie on the 10th and at Balcladaich (Cannich area) on the 15th. 
Slight ground frosts were reported, thermometers exposed on the ground 
registering 25° at Strathyre on the 9th and 26° at Kincraig and Dalwhinnie on 
the 14th and 31st respectively. 

Sunshine records exceeded average in the East coastal strip and also round 
the Solway Firth whereas large deficiencies occurred in many parts of the West. 
At Stornoway, where there was a deficiency of 60 hours, it was the dullest July 
since 1939. In contrast, Arbroath and Dumfries had an excess of 67 hours and 
39 hours respectively. The sunniest places were Arbroath (240 hours), Car- 
noustie (225), Dunbar (209), Leuchars (207) and Stonehaven (197). 

Warm moist air brought appreciable rain in the first few days but, it was 
mainly dry on the 4th to 10th. The 1ith was a very wet day in many places. 
Only small amounts fell on the 14th and 15th but it was rainy again from the 
16th to 19th. A week of warm dry weather followed but disturbed and thundery 
conditions came on the 26th to 28th. A few showers fell during the last few days. 
Total precipitation for the month was well below average along the East Coast, 
a few places having less than half the July average. The extreme southwest was 
also dry but in parts of West and Northwest Scotland there was a moderate to 
large excess. Falls for the 24 hour rainfall day (9 a.m. to 9 a.m.) exceeded an 
inch over wide areas on the 2nd, 11th—often as the result of thunder—also 
on the 26th and 27th. On the 11th, 3-56 inches fell at Kingairloch, 2-92 at 
Arisaig and 2-90 at Stronachullin (Argyll).

AUGUST 1959 


The month was warm or very warm especially in the South and East where 
it was also mainly sunny and very dry. 

Mean temperatures were generally about 3°F above average and in a few 
places were up to just over 4°F above. In some districts especially in the western 
islands mean temperatures were not more than 1 to 2°F above average. The 
warmest days were mainly 18th to 22nd and also 10th, 11th and 25th. Maxima 
above 80°F were recorded at many places in the East and South. Among the 
highest maxima were 84°F at Kelso on 21st and 83° at Liberton and Peebles 
on 20th, Haddington on 20th, 21st, and at Selkirk, Dumfries and Castle Douglas 
on 21st. It was cooler towards the end of the first week, around the 14th, and 
from 27th onwards. The lowest night minima were generally in the forties, but 
fell to the low thirties in several places. Among the lowest minima recorded 
were 32°F at Hawick on 31st and 33°F at Barr on 29th. Ground frost occurred 
in a few places on 4th, 7th, 16th, 29th and 31st. A minimum of 28°F was recorded 
by thermometers exposed on the ground at Glenmore Lodge on 7th, at Castle 
Douglas on 16th and at Auchterhouse and Coalburn on 29th. 

Sunshine was above average everywhere south-east of a line from Helensburgh 
to Aberdeen with the largest excesses over average in the extreme south and 
South-east. Elsewhere it was mainly below average and the month was rather 
dull in some districts in the western islands and in the North-west. Among the 
sunniest places were Dunbar with a total of 198 hours, Castle Douglas 191, 
Eskdalemuir 189, Lundin Links 180 and Sourhope 179. , 

Rainfall was above average in many western districts of Sutherland, Ross and 
Inverness, elsewhere it was mainly below. Most of the country south-east of a 
line from Rothesay to Aberdeen had less than one-third of the average rainfall 
and some areas had only about one-tenth of the average. In the South and East 
much of the month’s rainfall occurred between the 13th and 17th. Apart from 
some scattered showers or thunderstorms, most of the other days were dry. 
In the North west and North the heaviest rain occurred between 13th and 17th, 
22nd to 25th and in a few places the 27th, but many other days were also wet. 
At Achnashellach there were only two days with no measurable rain, the 10th 
and 18th. Falls of over one inch in 24 hours were almost entirely confined to the 
North and North west. Among the heaviest were 2-39 inches at Broadford on 
23rd and 2 inches at Kinlochourn and Ratagan on 23rd and at Couldoran on 
24th. | 

The number of thunderstorms was below average. They were widespread on 
20th to 22nd otherwise mainly isolated storms occurred. The number of gales 
was above average but the number of fogs was about average.

SEPTEMBER 1959 


The month was markedly warm sunny and dry. 

Mean temperatures were generally between 1 and 3°F above average. 
The warmest days occurred in the first fortnight especially between the 8th and 
12th. The 30th was also warm. Maximum temperatures on these days were 
generally in the seventies and a maximum of 80°F was reached at Renfrew and 
at Ruthwell on the 10th. It was cooler generally between the 13th and 28th 
especially around the 15th, 20th and 27th when day maxima were mainly 
between 50° and 60°F. Air frosts were reported at several places and ground 
frosts were fairly frequent at some stations especially those on higher ground. 
A night minimum of 29°F was recorded at Glenlivet (8th) Pitlochry (17th) and 
Carsphairn (27th) and the minimum temperatures recorded by thermometers 
exposed on the ground was down to 22°F at several places on the 8th, 14th and 
17th. 

Sunshine totals were above average in all districts. The excess over average 
was between 30 and 60 hours in many places (at Fort William the excess was 
69 hours): in districts round the Firth of Clyde and in the Forth-Clyde valley 
excesses were generally lower. Among the highest totals were 181 hours at 
Dunbar and Carnoustie, 178 hours at Arbroath and Rattray Head and 175 
hours at Craibstone. It was the sunniest September at Ruthwell since 1915, at 
_ St. Andrews since 1919 and at Arbroath since records began in 1923. 

Rainfall was below average everywhere. In the extreme Northwest rainfall 
was between 50% and 75% of the average and in the extreme Southwest just 
over 50%. Elsewhere there was less than 50% of average and south of the Great 
Glen except parts of Argyll and locally in the Cheviots, most districts had only 
between 20% and 30% of average. Apart from slight falls in the North and 
Northwest there was practically no rain until the 20th and absolute drought of 
15 days or more without measurable rain occurred in many places. There was 
widespread mainly moderate rainfall on the 20th and 21st and further mainly 
slight falls occurred between 22nd and 25th and in the Northwest between 22nd 
and 27th. The last few days were dry in most places. Falls of more than | inch 
in 24 hours were widespread in the Southwest on the 20th and occurred locally 
in the West and Northwest between 24th and 27th. Among the heaviest were 
1-84 inches at Loch Harport, Isle of Skye (26th), 1-78 at Glenmoidart (24th) 
and 1-66 at Stranraer (20th). 

There was a high frequency of fog which occurred at one place or other on 
twenty-one days being most widespread on the 4th, Sth and around the 11th. 
Gales occurred locally in the North on three days and there were practically 
no thunderstorms.

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Note.—Jn addition to the usual quarterly return of births, deaths and marriages, 
which begins on page 10, this Report provides on pages 2 to 9 a short preliminary 
return of the main population and vital statistics for the year 1959. The full 
statistics will in due course be given in the Registrar General’s Annual Report. 
The figures now given are provisional but may be taken as fairly accurate. 


Preliminary Return for 1959 


The population and vital statistics for the year 1959 are given in Tables IA 
and IIA on pages 5 to 9 of this Report. The main features of the tables are briefly 
indicated below. 


Population. The population resident in Scotland at 30th June, 1959, is estim- 
ated to have been 5,191,700. 

The natural increase of the population in 1959 (excess of births over deaths) 
was 36,200. The net estimated migration was 21,500. 15,100 of the loss was to 
other parts of the United Kingdom and the remainder to countries overseas, 
mainly Australia, Canada, New Zealand and the United States of America. 


Births. 99,251 live births were registered in 1959, a rate* of 19-1 per thousand. 
This was 0:1 below 1958 but 0:5 above the averaget. 1,062 boys were born for 
every 1,000 girls. 

Stillbirths numbered 2,252 compared with 2,324 in 1958, representing a rate 
of 22 stillbirths per thousand of all births (live and still). This is the lowest still- 
birth rate yet recorded in Scotland. | : 


Marriages. Marriages registered during the year numbered 40,448. This 
represents a rate of 7-8 and is 0:2 below that for 1958, and 0-5 below the average. 
The pre-war (1934-1938) average rate was 7:6. 33,201 of the marriages were 
solemnised by ministers of religion, 33,083 having been preceded by proclama- 
tion of banns or by publication of notice and 118 authorised by Sheriff’s licence 
in accordance with the provisions of the Marriage (Scotland) Act, 1939. 7,245 
marriages were contracted in the offices of Authorised Registrars and 2 were 
registered on the authority of the Court of Session. Civil marriages comprise 
17:9 per cent. of the total marriages. 


Deaths. Deaths from all causes numbered 63,061 and equalled a death-rate 
of 12-1 per thousand. This rate is 0-1 above that for 1958 and 0-2 above the © 
average. The average rate in the five years before the war (1934-1938) was 13-2. 

Deaths of children under one year numbered 2,816, giving an infant mortality 
rate of 28-4 per 1,000 living births, which compares with 27:7 in 1958 and is 
about one-third of the average of 77-3 in the five years before the war. The neo- 
natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 19-4 per 1,000 living births, — 
which compares with 18-7 in 1958. Legitimate children had an infant mortality 
rate of 28, and illegitimate children of 38. 

Table IIA shows the total number of deaths registered in Scotland during 
the year, classified by sex and cause, and also the number by age and cause. 

A comparison of deaths by age-groups in 1959 and 1958 shows decreases in 
five of the eight age-groups under 55. The greatest decreases were in age-groups 
35-44 and 25-34. There were increases in all age-groups above 55.

The death-rate at ages under 45 was 2:0 per 1,000, and at ages 45 and over 31-6. 
In 1958 the corresponding rates were 2:0 and 31:2 


Causes of Death. The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 


_ was 634, 457 more than in 1958. The death-rate was 12 per 100,000. Most of 
_ this increase was due to influenzal deaths which numbered 583 in 1959 com-

pared with 143 in 1958. There were also 23 deaths from meningococcal infec- 
tions (25 in 1958), 18 from measles (4), 8 from whooping cough (4), 1 from strep- 
tococcal sore throat (0), 1 from diphtheria (0) and none from typhoid fever (1). 
One death was due to acute poliomyelitis as against 16 in 1958. 

Deaths from tuberculosis (all forms) numbered 577, 110 fewer than in 1958. 
The death-rate was 11 per 100,000, 6 below the average. 514 of the deaths were 
from respiratory tuberculosis, 124 fewer than in the previous year, and the rate 
of 10 per 100,000 was 5 below the average. Deaths from non-respiratory tuber- 
culosis at 63 were 14 more than in 1958. 

Deaths from cancer numbered 11,030 and were 199 more than in 1958 and 346 
above the average number of 10,684 for the years 1954-1958. Deaths from cancer 
of the respiratory system accounted for 2,451 compared with 2,373 in 1958 and 
the average number of 2,127 for the years 1954-1958. 

Deaths from heart disease numbered 21,120 and were 226 fewer than in 1958. 
They account for 33 per cent. of all deaths. Of the deaths under this heading 
10,086 were attributed to coronary thrombosis. 

From vascular lesions affecting the central nervous system deaths numbered 
9,863 against 9,982 in 1958, from diabetes 550 against 528, and ulcer in the 
stomach and duodenum 507 against 534. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (not tubercular, malignant or 
influenzal) numbered 5,691 which were 679 more than in 1958. They included 
2,557 from pneumonia (except of newborn) and 2,556 from bronchitis, the rates 
per 100,000 each being 49. Compared with 1958 the number from pneumonia 
was 449 more and from bronchitis 262 more. 

Deaths from diseases and accidents of pregnancy and childbirth numbered 
36 as against 53 in 1958. This represents a maternal mortality rate of 0-4 per 
1,000 births (live and still). This rate is the lowest ever recorded in Scotland. 

Deaths from congenital malformations and diseases of early infancy num- 
bered 2,220 and were 63 more than in 1958. 

Deaths attributed to violence numbered 2,856 and are 6 more than in 1958. 
Of these 441 were ascribed to suicide, 634 to road transport accidents, 1,088 to 
accidents in the home and 693 to other forms of violence; the numbers from these 
causes in 1958 were 439, 632, 1,108 and 671 respectively. 

In Table IA will be found the main figures and rates for Scotland, cities, large 
burghs and remainder of counties, with individual figures for each area.

REPORT 


Summary. The birth-rate* shows a slight decrease compared with the averaget 
of recent fourth quarters. 

The death-rate is the lowest recorded for any fourth quarter. 

The marriage rate is above the average. 

Infant mortality is above that for the fourth quarter of 1958 but is below the 
average. 

The death-rate from tuberculosis is less than half the average. 

Maternal mortality is below the average. 


Live Births. 23,555 births were registered in the quarter under review, 1,703 
fewer than in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population 
is 18-0, being 1-4 lower than the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1958 and 
0-1 below the average. The birth-rate in the cities is 18-4, in the large burghs 18-9, 
and in the rest of Scotland 17-3. In individual areas the rate ranged in the cities 
and large burghs from 24-6 in Coatbridge, 24-2 in Airdrie and 21-2 in Dumbar- 
ton, Hamilton and Port Glasgow to 16-2 in Inverness, 15-9 in Perth and 15-7 in 
Edinburgh. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 20-5 
in Moray, 19-6 in Midlothian and 19-2 in Fife and Lanark to 12:7 in Kincardine, 
11-0 in Berwick and 10-9 in Zetland. 

The proportion of illegitimate births, 4-2 per cent., is 0-2 higher than that for 
the fourth quarter of 1958 and 0-1 above the average. 

Of the 23,555 births, 12,166 were of male children and 11,389 of female 
children, being 1,068 male births per 1,000 females. Births registered in October 
numbered 8,699, in November 7,174 and in December 7,682, the equivalent 
birth-rates being 19-7, 16-8 and 17-4 respectively. 


Stillbirths. The number of stillbirths registered during the quarter was 557 
and is equivalent to a rate of 23 per 1,000 total births (including stillbirths) which 
compares with 24 per 1,000 in the fourth quarter of 1958. 


Marriages. The number of marriages registered, 9,698, is 233 more than for 
the fourth quarter of 1958. The rate per 1,000 population was 7-4. It is 0-1 
higher than that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 0-3 above the average. 
The rate in the cities is 8-3, in the large burghs 8-4, and in the rest of Scotland 6:3. 
In individual areas the rate in the cities and large burghs ranged from 17-3 in 
Inverness, 10-7 in Dumfries and 10-2 in Dunfermline to 6-9 in Dumbarton and 
Greenock, 6-0 in Coatbridge and 5:6 in Clydebank. In counties exclusive of 
cities and large burghs it ranged from 9-6 in Nairn, 9-1 in Dumfries and 9-0 in 
Wigtown, to 4:4 in Kinross, 3-8 in Inverness and 3-7 in Ross and Cromarty.

Of the 9,698 marriages, 7,837 were solemnised by a minister of religion, and 
the remainder, 1,861 were civil marriages contracted in registrars’ offices. In 
the corresponding quarter of 1958, those with a religious ceremony numbered 
7,610, civil marriages numbered 1,854, and there was also one irregular marriage. 

Marriages registered in October numbered 4,026, in November 2,485 and in 
December, 3,187, the equivalent marriage-rates being 9-1, 5-8 and 7:2 respect- 
ively. 


Deaths. Deaths registered during the quarter numbered 14,730, and equalled 
a death-rate of 11-2 per 1,000 population. They are 857 fewer than were regis- 
tered in the corresponding quarter of 1958. The rate is 0-8 lower than in that 
quarter and 0:8 below the average. The death-rate in the cities is 11-7, in the 
large burghs 10-6, and in the rest of Scotland 11-1. The rate in individual cities 
and large burghs ranged from 13-9 in Perth, 12-6 in Edinburgh and 12-5 in Kil- 
marnock to 9-5 in Clydebank and Dumfries, 9-4 in Kirkcaldy and 9-1 in Port 
Glasgow. In counties exclusive of cities and large burghs it ranged from 18-8 in 
Bute, 16-1 in Peebles, and 15-4 in Argyll to 8-9 in Kincardine, 8-4 in West Lothian 
and 7-2 in Kinross. 

Deaths registered in October numbered 4,536, in November 4,795 and in 
December 5,399, the equivalent death-rates being 10-3, 11:2 and 12-2 respect- 
ively. 


Infant Mortality. Deaths of children aged under one year numbered 684, 
equivalent to an infant mortality rate of 29 per 1,000 registered live births. This 
rate is two above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 but one below the 
average. Among legitimate children the mortality was 29 per 1,000 births and 
among illegitimate children 38. 

The infant mortality in the cities was 32, in the large burghs 30 and in the rest 
of Scotland 26. In the cities and large burghs individually it ranged from 45 in 
Dunfermline, 43 in Inverness and 42 in Dumfries and Rutherglen to 15 in 
Coatbridge, 14 in Ayr and 8 in Port Glasgow. 

In counties exclusive of large burghs it ranged from 65 in Peebles, 59 in Argyll 
and 52 in Bute to 15 in Berwick, 14 in Kirkcudbright and West Lothian and 11 
in Roxburgh. No deaths of children aged less than one year occurred in the 
Counties of Kincardine, Nairn, Orkney and Sutherland. 

The neo-natal rate (deaths of infants under 28 days) was 20 per 1,000 live 
births, one above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958. 


Causes of Death. Principal Epidemic Diseases ——There were 22 deaths attrib- 
uted to the principal epidemic diseases, 10 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 
1958. The death-rate, 2 per 100,000 of the population, is the same as in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1958 and 9 below the average. Of this quarter’s total 15 
were from influenza (22 in 1958), | from diphtheria (0), 1 from measles (2), 2 
from meningococcal infections (8), and 3 from whooping cough (0). 

During the quarter no deaths were registered from acute poliomyelitis. There 
were no deaths from this cause in the previous quarter but nine in the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1958. 


Tuberculosis. The 103 deaths from all forms of tuberculosis are 91 fewer than 
in the fourth quarter of 1958. 86 were ascribed to tuberculosis of the respiratory 
system and 17 to tuberculosis of other organs. The death-rate from all forms of 
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tuberculosis is 8 per 100,000, that from respiratory turberculosis being 7. The 
rate from all forms is 7 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1958, and 9 
below the average. The rate from respiratory tuberculosis is 7 below that for the 
fourth quarter of 1958 and 8 below the average. 


Malignant Neoplasms. Deaths from this cause numbered 2,788 and equal a 
rate of 213 per 100,000. These deaths are 35 fewer than in the fourth quarter of 
1958, and the rate is 3 lower than in that quarter. 


Respiratory Diseases. Deaths from bronchitis numbered 427 and from 
pneumonia (excluding pneumonia of the newborn) 435. Each is equivalent to a 
death-rate per 100,000 population of 33, which is appreciably below the average 
rates of 42 and 39 respectively. 


Maternal Mortality. Deaths of mothers from diseases and accidents of preg- 
nancy and childbirth numbered 9, and are equal to a rate of 0-4 per 1,000 live 
births. This rate is 0:1 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1958 but 
0-1 below the average. Including stillbirths the maternal death-rate is 0-4 per 
1,000. 


Violence. Deaths from accidents, poisonings and violence numbered 705, and 
are equivalent to a death-rate of 54 per 100,000 of the population. In the cor- 
responding quarter of 1958 the number was 709 and the rate 54. 

262 of the deaths were from accidents in the home. The numbers are tabulated 
by causes, broadly grouped, and by sex and age, on page 13. 


The death-rates from the main causes of death in the fourth quarter of 1959 
are indicated in the following table. The comparable rates in the fourth quarter 
of 1958 and the average rates for the fourth quarters of the years 1954-1958 
inclusive are also given for the purposes of comparison.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES 
Supplied by the Meteorological Office, Edinburgh 
OCTOBER 1959 


The first half of the month was warm, sunny and mainly dry, but during the 
latter half weather was unsettled and windy at times. 

The mean temperature, 52-8°F. was 4-4° above average making it the mildest 
October since 1908. At Renfrew it was 5-4°F. above average and at Kilmarnock 
5:2°F. The warmest days were between the 2nd and 4th when 70°F. was ex- 
ceeded in most places. The highest recorded was 77°F. at Falkirk (on the 3rd) 
and many places had 76°F. The 77°F. at Falkirk (equalled in 1926) was otherwise 
the highest since 80°F. was recorded in 1921. New records for October were 
75° at Renfrew and 72° at Eskdalemuir. The highest night minima were between 
50 and 60°F. The coolest days were the 27th-29th when maxima were mainly 
between 45 and 50°F. though at Dalwhinnie on 27th only 38° was reached. The 
coldest nights were the 25th and 29th, though the 7th was cold in places in the 
North and East. The lowest readings were 25°F. at Grantown-on-Spey on 7th 
and at Leadhills on the 29th. Ground frost was widespread on 7th, 11th-16th 
and 27th-29th. The lowest was 17°F. at Coalburn, Lanarkshire, on 29th. 

Sunshine exceeded the average almost everywhere, the excess ranging from 20 
to 40 hours but totals were only about average here and there on the West coast, 
and also in the coastal area Rattray Head to Fife where South Easterly winds 
gave a good deal of cloud at times. Eskdalemuir’s total (130 hrs.) was 50 hours 
above average and was their highest since records commenced in 1910. At Nairn 
it was the sunniest October since 1906. The sunniest places were Dunbar (141 
hours), Sourhope, Cheviots (135), Blyth Bridge (134), Nairn (131) and Eskdale- 
muir (130). 

Rainfall was below average in the inner Moray Firth, east coast districts south 
of Aberdeen and in a broad belt extending across Central Scotland to Argyll. 
Less than 50 per cent of the average fell in the coastal parts of Fife and South 
East Scotland. Over remaining districts rainfall was above average, though the 
excesses were mainly moderate. The first 10 days were dry apart from a few 
showers. Appreciable amounts fell on 11th and 12th and then after a dry interval 
on 14th and 15th, weather became generally unsettled with rain nearly every day. 
The wettest days were generally 17th, 18th, 26th and 27th and in the North West 
the 23rd. The heaviest daily falls were 3-51 inches at Achnacarry (Spean Bridge) 
on 23rd, 2:97 at Colmonell (Ayrshire) on 17th and 2:81 at Penwhirn (Stranraer) 
on the 17th. Sleet or rain was widely reported in the last week. 

Gales were reported on 13 days, widespread 26th-28th. Thunder occurred in 
the West and in Aberdeenshire on the 27th. Fog was fairly frequent in the 
first half of the month.

NOVEMBER 1959 


The month on the whole was cloudy, rather wet and except for the second 
week, mild. 

Mean temperature (44-5°F.) was 2:2 above average, the largest excess being 
3-3 at North Berwick. In most places the warmest days were the Ist, 2nd, 22nd 
and 23rd. The highest readings were 62° at Inverness, Nairn and Elgin on the 
2nd and at Batterflats (Stirling) on the 23rd. On the 22nd and 23rd night minima 
around 50° were reported. The coldest days came between the 8th and 13th, the 
12th being the coldest in most places when overnight temperature fell to 12° at 
Glenlivet and Cannich. In the South, the 30th was also a rather cold night. 
Ground frosts were widespread in the Ist-Sth, 7th-13th, 18th and 30th. The 
lowest reading on the grass was 2°F. (30 degrees of frost) at Glenlivet on the 12th. 

Sunshine was below average in most places,the only station with any appre- 
ciable excess being Nairn with 7 hrs. above average. A deficiency of 20 hrs. 
occurred at Dumfries and 18 hrs. at Helensburgh and Greenock. The sunniest 
places were Elgin (70 hours), Rattray Head (69), Kinloss (67), Wick (66), 
Nairn (62) and Arbroath (60). 

Rainfall was generally above average; most eastern districts and the Solway 
Plain had between 150 and 200 per cent of average, the maximum of just about 
200 per cent occurring over a small area comprising Edinburgh and West 
Lothian, West Fife and Clackmannan. The remainder of the country had 
between 100 and 150 per cent of average except for the Glasgow area, most of 
Kintyre and Islay and the south Ayrshire coast where it was a little below average. 
Rain fell in some part of Scotland on every day of the month. The wettest days 
were the 8th, 22nd and 23rd in the West and the 13th and 18th in the East. 
Maximum daily falls at many stations exceeded 1 inch and at a few 2 inches, 
the largest being 2-38 inches at Conaglen and Kingairloch, Argyllshire, on 23rd 
and 2:37 inches at Lennoxtown, Stirlingshire, on 8th. Snow and sleet fell widely 
on 9th-13th and some places reported a covering on the ground on these days. 

Thunder was reported at a number of places on 9th and 13th and locally on 
10th, 11th, 14th-17th, 29th and 30th. 

Fog was reported at a number of places on 6th, 12th and 21st, and more 
locally on 10 other days. 

Gales were reported on 15 days, the worst being on 2nd, 8th, 13th and 20th. 
Gusts of 82 m.p.h. at Stornoway and 80 m.p.h. at Lerwick were recorded on 2nd 
and 83 m.p.h. at Tiree on 20th.

DECEMBER 1959 


The month was on the whole rather mild, cloudy and wet, and very stormy at 
times. 

Mean temperature 40-6°F. was about 1-0°F. above average, the largest 
excesses being 2:2°F. at Arbroath, 2:1° at Dumfries and 2-0° at North Berwick 
and Kelso. In most places the warmest days were the 13th, 16th and 31st. The 
highest readings were 57° at Achnashellach on 13th, 56° at Palnure (Kirkcud- 
brightshire) on 29th and 30th, while at many places 53°-55° was recorded on 30th. 
The coldest days in most places were between the 3rd and 5th, and the 20th and 
22nd, with maxima mainly between 37° and 43°, although at Barrhead and 
Renfrew only 31°-32° was reached on the 4th. The lowest night minima occurred 
mainly between the 4th and 6th, and the 19th and 22nd. The lowest readings 
were 19° at Halkirk on 22nd and 25th, Cannich on 5th and at Glenlivet and 
Tarfside on the 4th. Ground frost was widespread Ist-7th, 15th-17th, 19th-22nd 
and on 29th. The lowest readings on the ground were 10° at Glenlivet on 4th, 
11° at Huntly on Sth and at Lairg on 22nd. 

Sunshine was below average nearly everywhere, the greatest deficiencies being 
in the east, where Craibstone (Aberdeen) and Arbroath’s totals were 23 hrs. and 
21 hrs. below average respectively. The sores places were Kinloss (42 hrs.), 
Elgin (37) and Forres (36). 

Rainfall amounts exceeded the average except over some northern districts. 
The wettest area, with over 200 per cent of the average, extended from central 
Perthshire to the coast between Stonehaven and Fife-ness. At Leuchars it was 
the wettest December since records began in 1921. Rain fell in some part of 
Scotland every day. The heaviest falls occurred on the 6th, when Glenshee Lodge 
had 2:95 ins., Tarfside 2-84 ins. and Ardtalnaig (Loch Tay) 2:53 ins. Snow or 
sleet occurred fairly widely on 3rd, Sth, 10th, 11th and 19th-22nd. Snow was 
reported lying at a number of places on the 5th, 19th and 21st-23rd. 

Thunder was reported locally on 2nd, 3rd, 13th, 14th, 16th, 17th and 20th. 

Fog was reported at a number of places on 4th, Sth, 12th, 13th, 25th and 26th. 

Gales occurred widely on 6th-8th, 13th, 14th, 17th-19th, 29th, 30th.
